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DO YOU KNOW AM BITS OF MADISON COUNTY HISTORY 

(Edited by Charles W. McMillin) 

(This article was taken from The Jackson Sun some 30 odd years ago and 
shared with us by Robert Nolen.) 

Today 1 s mail brought a letter that we believe will prove of interest to 
• readers of this column. The contents of the letter 'follows: 

• "I have a bit of pioneer history that might be of interest (thank 
. you, sir for the next words of the letter) to those interested in Madison 
Comity history. Referring to an article I had pixblished in "The Jackson 
Gazette in November 1899,. rny story is as follows: 

"About ten miles north of Jackson, in the southern edge of the Forked 
Deer Riber bottoms, is an old cemetery— known as the Lynch family grave- 
yard. It is surrounded by a brick wall about 60 feet square, 3 feet high 
and 1 foot thick, and has no means of entrance. Within these walls are 
four graves* Near the center is a brick vault containing three bodies; 
at the west end of which, is a brick wall 8 feet high, 16 feet long and 
1 foot thick. Inset in this wall are two marble slabs; the first bearing 
the following inscription: "Sacred to the memory of John and Annie Lynch. 
John Lynch was born September 1769 and died June 1*f, 18^2. Annie Lynch 
"was born Oct. 17, T?68 and died February 2 z h, 183 [ ^ The second: Sacred 
to the memory of Christopher Lynch, 1 son of John and Annie Lynch, was born 
April 11, 1797? and died Oct* 27? iS^U . 

In the southwest corner. of the enclosure is the fourth grave, vaul- 
ted like the other three, and has the following inscription: "Sacred to 
* * the memory of Nathanial D* Landcaster, son. of John A. and Adelaid M. 
Landcaster of Richmond, Va», was born Febo 26, 1825 and died in Holly 
Springs, Miss., August 2*f, 1844V 1 . 

This cemetery is a short distance from the south bank of the Middle 
Fork of the Forked Deer River, and about one-half mile below what was " 
known as the "Double Bridges" «~ which .were the Medina road and the I.C. 
RJU (Signed) J* Clarence Smith*" 

In chapter CCI of the Acts of the General Assembly of Tennessee, 
Sterling Brewer, James Fentress and Abram Murry were appointed commission- 
ers to establish permanent seats of justice in the counties of Henry, 
Henderson and Madison. And they were authorised to acquire as much as 
fifty acres of land for such county town to be established near the cen- 
ter of the respective counties. The Act directed that the streets were 
to be ninety feet wide, with four acres reserved in. the center of the 
town as alid off for a site. for a courthouse, and that suitable lands 
were to be reserved for the establishment of a jail. At this time James 
Fentress was the- Speaker of the House of Representatives and Sterling 
Brewer v/as Speaker of the Senate. 

(Note: The next paragraph is, regardless of previously reported 
data, as unimpeachable as the State of Tennessee. THIS is history.) 
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On June 3, 1822, the State of Tennessee granted to John McNairy, Y/illiam 
Eo Butler and Joseph Phillips five hundred acres of land comprising Entry 
No. 13, the west line of this entry running in the center of what is now 
Market Street and Highland Avenue from the present location of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railroad to a point distance beyond Deader- 
ick Avenue, and the entry extended eastwardly between parallel lines to 
points beyond Hays Avenue. The land lyin immediately west of No. 13 v/as 
granted to Thomas Shannon by Entry No, 2, comprising about 171 acreso 

Running across this item in an old scrapbook, we were at first at a loss 
to understand how previous accounts of the very beginning of Jackson could 
have been so much at variance with this unimpeachable version. Then 9 as 
we hope you vail do, we started trying to figure just why TV/0 authentic 
records could be so different e The more we figured the closer we came to 
the actual truth of the matter; they are both right I Only different ver- 
sions of the same thing. Each version had details that the other lacked. 

In a day or so., we hope to publish a story from the scrapbook of Miss 
Patsy Russell, granddaughter of Mr. Jesse Russell, one of the early set- 
tlers of Jackson.
